There you have the philosophy 
of Ben S. S. Hadley, soldier, schol­ 
ar and pioneer of Santa Ana, who 
today celebrated his 90th birth* 
day.

Ben S. S. Hadley, slight

white-haired but rem arkably well 
preserved for a man of his years, 
is a veteran of the Crimean war, 
1854-56. 
He was on the battle­ 
field at Alma in that great strife 
and saw his own father, the col­ 
onel of his regiment, fall, m ortal­ 
ly wounded. 
Hadley himself became a lieu­ 
tenant in the English army. 
Has No Pet Theories 
"I have 
no 
particular 
scheme 
of living other than being regu­ 
lar in all things and I am satis­ 
fied everybody would live longer 
if they adapted that sort of pro­ 
gram ,” the nonogenarian told The 
Register. 
"I smoke from morning 
to night and in the days in old 
England when such a thing waa 
encouraged 
rather than frowned 
on I drank as all of us did. 
"I mind my own business, how­ 
ever, and to that I attribute my 
age and my good health. 
"I allow those duly 
elected 
to 
mind our government and our elvie 
affairs. 
“I don’t meddle In other

“I never have been involved in

Despite the feet that California's 
minimum wage law, which has done 
so much to raise the standard 
of 
woman workers in this state, has 
been ruled unconstitutional by the 
United States supreme court, it Is 
now being 
actively 
enforced 
by 
mandate of a still higher tribunal 
the court of public opinion. 
By a majority of 84,000, the people 
of California voted to protect their 
woman workers, and despite Its ob 
stacies the act has become one of 
the strongest laws In 
the state's 
labor's code. 
A comparison of women's work­ 
ing conditions In New York 
and 
California llustrates the effect of 
the California law. 
In California only 15.1 per cent of 
women in the mercantile 
Industry 
receive less than $16 per week. 
In 
New York, which has no minimum 
wage law, 49.1 per cent receive leas 
than $18. In California, furthermore, 
75.2 per cent of the women in this 
classifiestion receive from 116 to 
$30 per week, Tn New York only 44.7 
per cent receive such salaries.

An assortment of petrified bones 


of Mud Puppies that lived In the 
Miocene period perhaps 10,000,000 
years ago,, so tiny that a doaen 
would scarcely til Ithe bowl et a 
pipe, and bo perfect they might 
belong to an animal living yester­ 
day except that they are turned to 
atone, has just been presented to 
the University of California de­ 
partment of paleontology by the 
University of Kansas Museum. 
The foaall 
bones, 
representing 
part of the first collection of such 
specimens ever found, were pre­ 
sented to the University through 
Dr. W. D. Matthew, newly appoint­ 
ed charman of th# department of 
paleontology on the Berkeley cam ­ 
pus. 
Dr, Matthew explains that many 
animala of as delicate proportions 
as the Mud Puppy, which still ex­ 
ists In almost the Identical form it 
had t millions of years ago, have 
been found In fossil quarries, but 
as far aa he knows no other spec- 
iments of thie particular animal of 
such great age have been discov­ 
ered. 
The Mud Puppy Is akin to 
the W ater Dog or Newt of the P a­ 
cific Coast. 
Th* entire skeletons 
when assembled are about six or 
seven tnchea In length. 
Living at th* same time as the 
Mud Puppy In 
th* 
Miocene, 
or 
golden age of animala, were such 
animals aa th* three-toed 
horse, 
the short-legged 
rhinoceros, 
and 
th* saber-toothed tiger. 
All of 
these larger, stronger animala have 
become extinct in 
America, 
but 
the weak helpless Mud Puppy has 
continued to live. 
Dr. Matthew looks upon the gift 
of the fossils from K ansas a s an 
example of the goodwill which has 
been fostered between scientific In­ 
stitutions and which will enable all 
to obtain complete collections by 
exchange practices.

Modern Methods 
Used By Rangers 
In Fighting Fire 


YELLOWSTONE PARK, Wyo., 
July 15.—National Park rangers are 
prepared to fight forest fires In a 
modern manner and a recent test 
made by the fire fighting crew of 
the ranger force demonstrated that 
fire protection Is on a par with that 
maintained In many larger cities. 
The apparatus features two m ot­ 
or driven pumps, both of aluminum 
construction and weighing 
about 
seventy pounds. These pumps are 
so constructed th at they may be 
carried on a pack harness by one 
man and the weight is no greater 
than the average army pack. As was 
demonstrated in a recent drill, 
a 
pump of this type may be set up on 
tha bank of any stream and sta rt­ 
ed within a few minutes. 
A crew of six men on the last test 
run had two pumps operating and a 
hose line of 250 feet laid within six

Broom Plants 
The Genista family now appears 
on the alphabetical list which has 
been followed lnterm ittantly 
for 
some time. 
A lot of confusion centers around 
this interesting group. While I hope 
to be able to help some 
of 
you 
readers In straightening 
out 
the 
list I realize that is 
difficult 
by 
description. Once you actually see 
them it is much clearer. 
* 
Nurserymen themselves are some­ 
times confused and are 
at times 
misleading. One point upon which 
all nurseries seme to agree, and this 
is, not to argue that the common­ 
ly known "Scotch Broom” is ‘Span­ 
ish Broom.” 
The majority of the 
gardening public think of them as 
“Scotch” and to try and disuade 
them from this 
classification 
is 
nothing short of your 
reputation. 
I shall take them up later in this 
article and describe and 
classify 
each a t long range. 
White Broom 
Although not the only member of 
the Broom family hearing 
white 
flowers the Genista Alba bears this 
common name. It 
may 
also 
be 
known as Portugal Broom. 
The ahrub is of upright grow'th 
with 
delicate 
slender 
branches. 
Each alem is many sided, giving a 
Withered appearance. 
Like 
many 
brooms there are not many leaves. 
Flowers are borne in heavy clus­ 
ter* and are pure white, the shape 
of *weet-peas. Because of its lack of 
adaptability to our climatic condi­ 
tions it la not highly recommended. 
Canarienzis 
This I* one of a few of the group 
which possess a great many leaves. 
^Fbe growth la fast 
and 
upright. 
Each long branch bears numerous 
•mall 
green 
leaves. 
During 
the 
spring months they 
are 
covered 
with bright yellow sw’eet pea shaped 
flowers. In fact this shape is char­ 
acteristic of all Genista. 
Fragrant 
Very much Uke the Canarieniie 
Ismail, the fragrant is more 
■ jgfmuiiax. This one characteristic is 
.A A chief one in which they vary, 
' m i Collage and flowers are jwae- 
a £ i * «he same. except for the de­ 


cided fragrance of the latter var­ 
iety. 
Confusion always 
results 
from 
the selection of these two in small 
plants. The fragrans is the best for 
practical 
purposes, 
but 
to 
tell 
whether or not you are receiving it 
is the question. There is one point 
to observe however, that will guide 
3’ou in your selection. The fragrans 
is a spreading type and manifests 
the characteristic early. When 12 to 
18 inches high the plants present an 
arching effect, whereas the canar- 
iensis will usually 
appear 
quite 
straight and upright. This fact often 
makes it hard to convince a cus­ 
tomer to select the fragrans 
be­ 
cause the plant is not as nice and 
straight. 
Spanish Broom 
Genista hispanica 
or 
Bpartulm 
Junceum is another source of public 
discussion. It is a tall upright grow­ 
er with practically no leaves. The 
branchlets are perfectly round and 
smooth. During the summer 
large 
yellow blossoms appear, which have 
a very pleasing fragrance. 
It is this plant that Is 
widely 
mls-named “Scotch Broom.** 
The 
chief difference between the two is 
that the stems of "Spanish Broom" 
are smooth, while those of "Scotch" 
are ribbed. 
Scotch Broom 
Genista 
Scoparius 
(Spartium 
Hcoparius) is the genuine Scotch 
Broom. Because it is not very pro­ 
lific under local condition* It is not 
advisable to plant i t 
Andrssna 
Throughout Northern 
California 
the Genista Scoparius Andreana is 
very satisfactory. 
Fair success is 
obtained in Southern California. 
The plant is very much the same 
as Scotch Broom. 
The 
flower is 
sweet pea shaped and golden yellow 
with a bronze splash at th* base of 
each blossom. 
Bridal Veil 
Genista Monosperma pendula Is 
a beautiful White Broom. The plant 
Is practically leafless with a mass 
of long slender branches. Tbsse ar*

Margarets Are Numerous 
Among Those Securing 
Licenses, Records Show 


The good old name of Mary was 
conspicuously absent from the Hat 
of Orange county brides recorded 
at the court house from th# first 
of June, th* bride’s own month, to 
th* present date. Not a single 
Mary, Mary Jane or Mary Ann 
took nuptial vows' 
during this 
period. 
To bs sure there were two Mays, 
which is considered by many to be 
a contraction of Mary but th* 
Margarets won the honors of hav­ 
ing the most brides of th at nam*, 
when four of them signed the ap ­ 
plication for their m arriage license 
with that nam*. 
Of the 89 brides, not including 
the brides of Spanish extraction, 
there were three beating the name 
of Martha and three of Florence 
and three of Gladys. 
Elisabeth, a 
name once heard often, had but 
one claimant; Betty fared better 
with two. as did Evelyn, Grace, 
Velma, Monna, Ethel, R uth aad 
Lillian. 
The rest of those to assume the 
estate of a matron bore names 
that ranged from Alma to Xenia. 
Zalda and Jovita were, perhaps, 
among the most unusual listed. 
The bridegrooms 
proved 
in a 
striking way that they considered 
old names the best, when five of 
them presented their brides with 
the title of “Mrs. John So-and-so” 
to be used on their brand new 
visiting cards. 
Among the grooms 
other sterling names were equally 
popular, Charles and Edward hav­ 
ing second places, with four each. 
There were two Earls, two Theo­ 
dores. two Franks, two Harrys. 
two Leonards, two Chesters, two 
Arthurs, two Howards, two Pauls, 
two Georges, two Roberts and two 
Inlands and two Cliffords. 
The average age of those m ar­ 
rying at this time was between 20 
and 28 and large number of the

Knox, of the city council, motored 
today to Forest Home. 
"We should spend every effort 
to keep and improve this tract for 
th# city,” W. G. Knox said today 
In announcing the trip. 
“It is 
beautiful easily accessible, and the 
road Is paved all the way.” 
The tract lies a mile from the 
Forest Home hotel at the upper 
end of the Big Pine tract. 
The committee will confer with 
forest supervisor S. A. Nash B o l­ 
din, of San Bernardino, and forest 
ranger, J. H. Sanborn of that dis­ 
trict with the idea of complying 
with government 
regulations 
in 
caring for and improving the camp 
site. The city will erect a perm an­ 
ent building there, which will pro­ 
vide all the desired accommoda­ 
tions to which modern campers 
are accustomed, including cooking 
facilities. 
Tentative plans for this 
structure will be developed by the 
committee today. 
Clearing the roads and removing 
fire hazards by cutting the under­ 
brush will be the first work to be 
initiated by the committee.

camp grounds have not had many 
visitors due partly to the fact that 
the Improvements have not been 
made.

W ith the city’s n ew . well and 
pumping plant at th# end of North 
Bristol street forcing 2250 gallons 
of water per minute into the mains, 
today all possibility of a w ater 
shortage for the summer had van­ 
ished, according to W alter W ray, 
city w ater superintendent 
The pumps at 
the 
plant 
ars 
working 16 hours a day, giving ths 
city an additional 2,000,000 gallons 
of w ater daily and removing th s 
necessity of taking w ater from the 
reservoir at Sixth and Olive streets 
which has, until now, been used a* 
an emergency source of supply. 
Running at full capacity the new 
plant is capable of meeting alm ost 
any necessity that might arise. Only 
In case of a large fire, in the opin­ 
ion of Wray, would it become nec­ 
essary to fail bark on the reservoir 
at Sixth and Olive 
Plant la Modem 
The machinery at the new plant 
is the best th at money can buy, 
which, says the w ater superintend­ 
ent, Is the best economy in the 
end. 
A 120-horse-power W estern 
Machinery company 
natural gas 
engine supplies the power which 
enables a Lynne Bowler pump to 
lift the w ater from the 1050-foo€ 
well. 
A 200,000 gallon 
concrete 
tank, which is roofed and amply 
ventilated, receives the w ater from 
the well. 
A 160-horse-power en­ 
gine of the same type operates 
two Fairbanks Morse ball bearing 
pumps which draw the w ater from 
the reservoir and force it through 
th# city> mains at the rate of 2350 
gallons per minute. 
Both engines 
ar* started by compressed air and 
are autom atically oiled. 
An 
oil 
filter purifies the oil after it is 
used and sends It back through th* 
motors. 
Water Found Pure 
Th# w ater from this well ha* 
been tested by the stats health de­ 
partment, W ray stated, and found 
to be pure, so pure in fact that 
there is absolutely 
no 
need 
of 
chemical purification by means of 
chlorination. 
“We want to give the people of 
Santa Ana the best and purest 
water supply possible,” he said. 
Tests reveal the fact that It tit 
not necessary to resort to chemical 
purification of the water from any 
of the city's other wells and th# 
citizens of Santa Ana are getting 
absolutely pure water that bas not 
been tampered with In any way. 
"The only times when we do 
chlorinate any of the water.” said 
Wray, "occur when we have to 
use water from th* dirt reservoir 
at Sixth and Olive streets. That 
has happened only four or five 
times during the summer. 
And 
with the supply of w ater from th* 
new well, we will not have to re­ 
sort to using water from the old 
reservoir at all.” 
In order to remove any possibility 
of impure 
w ater 
reaching 
th# 
homes, the city health departm ent 
conducts tests each week which re­ 
veal any condition of impurity that 
might exist. 
Records on file a t 
the health department office show 
however, that the w ater supply is

and industrial subjects dates from 
the winter of 1917-18, less than a 
year after 
the 
passing 
of 
the 
Smith-Hughes act granting fed­ 
eral ald to the states for the pro­ 
motion of vocational education, he 
says, In tracing Its history. 
Two 
centers 
were 
established 
for the training of trade and in­ 
dustrial 
teachers 
for 
California, 
one In the Bay region In Oakland. 
In co-operation with the University 
of California, and the other in 


Los Angeles, In cooperation with 
the University of 
California 
at 
Los Angeles. 
At the present time, Dr. Edwin 
A. Lee of the University of Cali­ 
fornia la director of the division 
of vocational education, and Ben­ 
jamin W. Johnson Is assistant di­ 
rector 
of 
the 
division 
In 
the 
south. 
The quality of the 
candidates 
for training has made possible a 
continued 
upgrading and raising 
of the standards for teachers. Two 
years of high school ars now nec­ 
essary and additional work m ust 
now be done for a long-term cre­ 
dential, according to Johnson. 
Tests to determine the crafts­ 
manship ability are also given, as 
well as m ental test examinations. 
Each trainee is required to make 
a complete analysis of a trade as 
a requirement of completing the 
course. 
Trade-analysls work was estab­ 
lished through the research and 
service center a t the University of 
California, under the direction of 
Miss Emily Palmer. 
Bulletins on 
the analysis of the different trades 
have been published sine® and are 
In great demand. 
The future of the teacher train ­ 
ing work is very promising, says 
Johnson.

president 
The figures are based 
on 
prelim inary 
records 
received 
from the U. S. census bureau and 
from state and local officials. 
Tho SS cities of over 10,000 pop­ 
ulation of tho three w est coast 
states. 
W ashington, 
Oregon 
and 
California, have a combined rate 
for 1926, of 64, which represent 
the number of deaths under one 
year of age per thousand births. 
Tho 
west 
north 
central 
section 
stands second with a rate of 64 
This area Is represented by 33 cit­ 
ies from the states of Nebraska, 
K ansas and Minnesota. The Mid­ 
dle A tlantic section is third with 
a rate of 73. 
This represents 174 
cities of New York, New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania. 
Here’e Comparison 
Comparison of the reductions In 
infant m ortality during the last 
five years indicate th at the cities 
of the Pacific group declined 8 
points, or from 62 in 1922 to 64 
in 1926. 
The west north central 
cities dropped 3 points or from 
67 to 64. 
The middle A tlantic cit­ 
ies fell from 81 to 73, also a de­ 
cline of 8 points.

It is announced, will permit an 
airplane to be brought to a atop 
within twice its own length after 
it touches the ground has been 
evolved by C. Francis Jenklna of 
W ashington. 
Announcing his new Invention, 
for which a patent has been is­ 
sued. Mr. Jenkins said today that 
it would now be possible to es­ 
tablish air fields directly In cities 
and on the roofs of large build­ 
ings and eliminate the "slow and 
costly hauling 
of 
mall, 
express, 
and 
passengers 
from suburban 
fields to their real destination.” 
Foolproof In the Air 
"The 
reversing 
lever 
Is 
so 
geared,” he explained, 
“that 
It 
cannot be moved while the plane 
is in the air. thereby eliminating 
the danger that the pilot might 
accidentally pull the lever. When 
the airplane strikes the ground, a 
spring autom atically releases the 
safety guard on the reversing con­ 
trol and the aviator is free to 
bring his plane to rest on ground, 
deck, or sea. almost as instantane­ 
ously aa a bird ceases flight.”

“The general use

circular Just published by the for­ 
est service of the United States 
department

agriculture—“The 
N atural 
Replacement 
of 
Blight 
Killed 
Chestnut,” 
miscellaneous 
circular 100M. 
Until a few years ago chestnut, 
which furnishes a greater variety 
of valuable wood products than 
any other eastern hardwood, con­ 
stituted nearly half of the hard­ 
wood 
forests 
of 
New England. 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania, as 
well as a large proportion of the 
hardwoods 
of 
the 
Appalachian 
monntains. 
Now. because of the 
ravages of the chestnut blight, it 
is a doomed tree, if no unfore­ 
seen circumstances check the di­ 
sease. 
Foresters, 
unable to save the 
chestnut 
are 
seeking 
to 
learn 
what will take Its place. 
It was 
at first thought that the destruc­ 
tion of the chestnut would leave 
large gaos in the forests, requir­ 
ing extensive planting, but the re ­ 
sults of recent investigations by 
C. 
F. 
Korstian 
and 
Paul 
W 
Stickle, Joint authors of the cir­ 
culars Just published. Indicate th at 
a much more hopeful view may 
be taken. 
These forest 
service 
investiga­ 
tors have found th at the blanks 
caused by the dead or salvaged 
chestnut are rapidly being filled 
by such valuable trees 
as 
the 
oaks, hickories, and 
white 
ash, 
which can in many respects take 
the place of chestnut in the m an­ 
ufacture of wood products. 
The 
forests are still far from being 
fully 
productive, 
and 
will 
con­ 
tinue to be much below normal 
for a number of years after the 
blight has done Its work, though 
progress toward complete recovery 
is nearly everywhere satisfactory.

In other words, he bought it with the intention of 
extorting a huge profit, and e jury of an outside 
county has blocked his game.

Harmon Foundation of New York “to the individual 
who has been responsible during the year 1926 for 
the creation, introduction, or development of a dis­ 
tinctive contribution to the social, civic or Industrial 
welfare of the United States." 
The announcement stat**: that California Is carry­ 
ing forward the largest scale project In adult sd- 
J ucation on this side of the Atlantic, a challenge and 
model for the other states in the Union. 
A great 
number of men and women have collaborated in the 
adventure of it, but there is a gene: a. agreement 
that Ethel Richardson, assistant state superintendent 
of public instruction, has been not only the execu­ 
tive in charge but the anim ating genius of the whole 
undertaking. 
The year 1926 marked the definite expansion of 
the work of which she is director, from a depart­ 
ment of immigration education to a departm ent cov­ 
ering the whole field of adult education. 
This stage 
was entered upon a t the conclusion of ten years 
experienced under the Home Teacher Act of 1915, and 
succeeding statutes. 
But 1925-26 was the first year 
in which every city in California with a foreign 
born population, large enough to operate under a 
city superintendent of schools, undertook immigrant 
education. 
In 23 cities trained supervisors were in 
charge. 
In addition 115 union high school districts 
were carrying 
on 
education 
for foreign 
born 
adults, a total of 1148 classes. 
The official figures 
gave a total enrollment of 44,000 people. 
The 1926- 
27 report will show 50,000 people enrolled and an 
expenditure of half a million dollars. 
California got its inspiration from the early work 
of the social settlements in dealing with immi­ 
grants, but has been the first commonwealth to 
apply their technique in a state-w ide 
program 
as 
part of the public school system. 
It has turned 
“Americanization” from a word into a reality. 
As 
sensitive to the heritage of the immigrant as to 
the contribution of America, the home teachers have 
reached the Spanish-speaking cotton growers of the 
Imperial valley and orange pickers in La Habra, 
Japanese on the Ventura ranches 
and 
Portuguese 
dairymen up end down the San Joaquin. They have 
dealt with German housewives in the Lodi; and Ita l­ 
ian sardine fishermen a t Monterey, with men and 
women of all races and vocations and localities.

Newspaper workers who labor to present to the 
public accurate and complete accounts 
of 
human 
happenings may well have found 
in 
viewing 
the 
crowds recently some justification for their toil. For 
those millions gathered and cheered a young man 
for an exploit of which their only knowledge was 
gained from the press. 
“Newspaper talk,” which so 
often receives the sneers of the disaffected or cyn­ 
ical, was the sole cause of th at vast assemblage. 
Recently an oratorical prize was awarded to a 
young person who attacked the newspapers for in­ 
accuracy, blas and general mendacity. Often states­ 
men, confronted with the press record of a fact un­ 
pleasing to them, have announced that they don’t 
believe it; that the only evidence they have had of 
it3 occurence was through the newspapers. 
And 
then they have turned haughtily to something else. 
Well, did Lindbergh really fly from San Diego to 
St. Louis without stopping? 
Did he then fly from 
St. Louis to New York without stopping? 
Did he 
then span the Atlantic and land a t Le Bourget in 
Paris without stopping? Was he mobbed by adm ir­ 
ing throngs, did he wear th at borrowed suit, did he 
receive homage and decoration from Kings and Min­ 
isters? 
Was he the center of an amazing demon­ 
stration a t W ashington? Was it really he who was 
so recently the guest of this hero-worshiping city? 
Few who saw that parade and cheered the young 
paladin had seen him take off from the Long Island 
field. 
Still fewer saw him in Europe. 
Not many 
had beheld his trium ph at W ashington. 
The infor­ 
mation which anim ated these vast throngs came 
from the press. 
The press, In general and as usual, 
reported faithfully these tremendous happenings, and 
it pursues the same care and devotion in reporting 
others of far less consequence and much more ephe­ 
meral. 


Trucks and Highways

Commencement of the campaign to enforce the 
State law against overloaded trucks on the highways 
comes Just in time to remind the truck owners th at 
their traffic is the leading reason why our motor 
roads cost so much as they do. It is the heavy tra f­ 
fic that requires us to build such expensive high­ 
ways. 
It is only fair th at the trucks pay their propor­ 
tionate share of the taxes for highway building and 
maintenance. 
They have been escaping in large 
part. The weight tax—which the truckmen are now 
seeking to hold up by referendum—was an effort to 
get a fair share of highway taxes from them. 
In a somewhat similar situation 
the 
short 
line 
railroads and the motor bus lines were sm art enough 
to get all hands together and settle on a fair tax 
that they should pay. 
They knew they would have 
to pay and should pay their share, and they pre­ 
ferred to get it all settled over the table in a 
friendly way rather than w ait 
until 
they 
were 
bludgeoned into it, perhaps with disagreeable con­ 
sequences. 
The truck operators, or a part of them, 
it is only fair to say, have taken a different a tti­ 
tude. 
Their sole effort is to try to upset, or hold 
up, attem pts to tax them. 
To such an attitude the public reply is naturally 
to scrutinize very carefully the operation of trucks 
on the highways, to hold them to a strict observance 
of the laws, and to devise some certain plan which 
will hold the truck operators rigorously to payment 
of their full share of highway and other taxation. 
Their trucks cannot be perm itted to be overloaded 
to the detrim ent of the highways. 
And as their 
traffic, even when kept under the legal weight limits 
imposes a particularly heavy burden on the roads, a 
way should be found to see that they pay In pro­ 
portion to highway funds.

Books and Careers 


’Osklsnd Tribune* 


Another instance o f the importance of books in shaping one’s 
career is given by Clinton W. Gilbert in one of his recent articles 
in his ’’Daily Mirror of Washington” which he writes for the Phil­ 
adelphia Public Ledger. 
In it he tells of how General Enoch 
Crowder, whose name was a household word during the World 
war, became an expert on conscription. 
Crowder after his graduation from West Point was sent out 
to a lonely fort in South Dakota, an outpost built originally for 
protection against Indians. 
It was a lonely place, and its library 
small, consisting “of a few odd volumes among them some devoted 
to the draft act and the history of conscription during the Civil 
_ at 
war. 
“Fate decided Crowder’s career at that moment,” says Gil­ 
bert, “for he studied compulsory military service . . . mastering 
the books and reading all he could get on the subject.”^ 
Crowder’s great service to the country in his administration 
of the Draft act is one still fresh in memory. 
But the work that 
preceded this mastery in those far off days at Yankton is little 
mown. 
His poring over the dry history of Conscription of the Civil 
war in those lonely days touches the imagination— just as Lin­ 
coln’s poring over the Statutes of Indiana as a boy. 
Much unsuspected power lies in books— even in some so­ 
called “dry” ones.
